Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook said 


late yesterday he will defend 


former State Revenue Commis- 
sioner Glenn Phillips in a law- 
suit filed against Phillips by 
Robert C. Lee, former wholesale 
liquor dealer, who is seeking to 
recover $6,000 he had paid in 
State liquor warehouse fees dur- 
ing Phillips’ administration.

Richmond County Attorney Franklin 
Pierce has announced his intention, not 
only of appealing to the Federal courts the 
recent State Supreme Court decision up- 
holding the validity of the entire Regis- 
tration Act, but also of filing suit in the 
State courts attacking the constitutionality 
of the various individual sections of the 
legislation. 

This last course of action was unmis- 
takably suggested by the State Supreme 
Court itself in its decision, which read in 
part: “This decision, however, is not to be 
-. taken as an intimation that ... separate 

portions may or may not be unconstitu- 

tional. We are here concerned only with 
the validity of the voters registration stat- 
* ute as a whole. In this case an omnibus 
_ attack on the act will fail unless the 
statute is invalid in every part.” 

With this statement the Court plainly 
seems to be inviting a challenge of some 


of the methods prescribed in the law. Cer- 


_ tainly no one can say that it has not left 


the door open for the act to be declared 
unconstitutional by a State—as well as a 
Federal—tribunal at a later date. 

The average layman does not under- 
stand such legal technicalities. Nor is he 
able to voice a qualified opinion on the 
question. But he does hope that all doubts 
about the legislation will be cleared up 
as soon as physically possible. 

Next year will be election time in 

Georgia. There will be announced candi- 
dates in the field and strong partisanships 
therefrom. Any controversies over the 
constitutionality of the voter registration 
law or any other aspect of the elections 
should be settled well in advance. 
_ We trust that the courts and all who 
are parties to the various contests will 
move as rapidly as possible toward a final 
decision. Too frequently in the past dif- 
ferences of interpretation of pertinent code 
sections has resulted in needless bicker- 
ing at home and notoriety abroad. 


We Hope They Won't Be Too Lenient 


The city of Atlanta today will take 
) steps to deal with taxicab drivers with 
- criminal records. 

Of the city’s 906 taxicab and car-for-hire 
drivers, 189 will have their police records 
turned over to City Council’s Police Com- 
mittee at a meeting tonight. Probably 12 
to 15 permits will be revoked. We hope the 
Committee will not be too lenient. 

Meantime, though, Fulton County still 
is prevented, by eourt order, from taking 

‘action against the Buckhead cab drivers 
with criminal records, some of whom Ful- 


ton County Police Chief Neal Ellis has 
termed “dangerous.” He has advised wom- 
en and children against riding with them, 
particularly after dark. 

The injunction, obtained in behalf of 
a cab driver, prohibits county police from 
enforcing taxicab regulations adopted by 
County Commissioners. The case has been 
continued once and now is awaiting jury 
hearing. We think the hearing should be 
scheduled as soon as possible. The sooner 
the matter is clarified the sooner will it 
be safe to ride in Buckhead cabs, too.

Unpopular Laws and Free College 


What are the most unpopular laws Georgia has? At each session of the Legislature you can hear 
an opponent denounce a proposed bill as the “most outrageous bill” he had ever heard. When tax 
bills are passed, they are particularly unpleasing to the taxpayers. The other day the Cairo Mes- 
senger made a “man-in-the-street” interview with farmers, businessmen and others to determine what 


three laws they considered the most unpopular. 


Ranking in first place with the Grady Coun- 
tians were the laws enacted at the recent spe- 
cial session increasing the tax on gasoline and 
cigarettes. These were closely followed by the 
bill passed earlier this year setting the minimum 
price for cigarettes. The law creating the State 
Milk Control Board and the constitutional 
amendment abolishing the district school trustees 
ranked next in line. Then came the reregistra- 
tion law. The citizens generally praised the law 
establishing the State Patrol. What do you con- 
sider the three most unpopular laws of Georgia? 


The mdent of the University of Geor.- 
gia has an which will appeal to thou- 
sands of deserving boys and girls who are 
too poor to go to State colleges, which were 
designed to be free since, in theory, they 
were State supported. Pres. J. C. Rogers 
says that under the State Constitution, edu- 
cation in the University is a part of the 
State system of education and should be free 
of fees now charged, and which have been 
charged for some years, presumably to 
make up for the deficiency in legislative 
appropriations. 


So, Dr. Rogers strongly urges making the 
University education available to all those quali- 
fied youths without cost to the individual in the 
form of fees. Z. B. Rogers, in the Elberton Star, 
points out, truly enough, that it would require a 
considerably larger appropriation than is now 
made to carry out Dr. Rogers’ suggestion, but it 
would be a worthy cause that would pay divi- 
dends. 

The newspapers throughout the State are 
beating the drums to get everyone to reregis- 
ter. New tests are going to be made on the re 


registration act, but the papers are warning ‘the 


citizens not to await these court tests—since de- 
lays might prevent them from voting in the next 
gubernatorial election. Regardless of political 
faction affiliation, the papers are urging the 
citizens to do their duty and get on the registra- 
tion list. Generally speaking, Gov. Talmadge 
ahd the Legislature are denounced for enacting 
this law, but the papers urge compliance in order 
to prevent a restricted ballot. 


Two opponents of the bill say it will not keep | 


Negroes from voting. The Lowndes County 
News says it was designed to do so, but it actu- 
ally doesn’t—‘“it is simply a subterfuge to Her- 


man Talmadge’s campaign promise of disfran- | 
chising the Negro.” The Rockmart Journal makes | 
this comment on Talmadge’s “bloc voting” angle: | 


“Bosh!” It predicts more Negroes will vote be- 
cause of the act. 

Collection of taxes past due has paid Hancock 
County out of debt. The Sparta Ishmaelite re 
ports that the county had nearly $10,000 in war- 
rants outstanding on Jan. 1, and in addition, 
$8,000 worth of bills. The county commissioners 
employed a special deputy sheriff to collect the 
past-due taxes. He and another worker col- 
lected not only enough to pay off the warrants, 
but had $1,500 left over. 


While some counties are increasing their 
taxes, Butts County made news by cutting 
its tax rate four mills. It has paid up a road 
bond issue voted in 1923, which was costing 
four mills in taxes a year. The school tax re- 
mains at 15 mills for maintenance and sup- 
port and four mills te retire bonds. Carroll 
County increased its rate by four mills to 
pay for blacktopping roads. Hancock County 
increased its tax three mills to try to get on 
a sound cash basis, and also upped the school

“The 
viewing public are not trained technicians 
and are not skilled in tuning television 
sets,” said one of the engineers. “We sus- 
pect all manufacturers are working on the 
problem of simplifying set controls. 


“At least at the present time, by adjusting one 
control at a time, a picture can be obtained. But 
on the basis of alternative, noncompatible stand- 
ards, unless the set owner can figure out which 
set of standards is being transmitted and set 
up the converter accordingly, there is a good 
eng that he won’t be able to get any picture 
at all.’

Here is what you do: 


First of all, you have to remember to go back 
slowly. Slowly back. Then remember to keep 
your head down. No, you peeked. This time 
imagine your head is tied down to your ankles 
by a rope. That is better. Slow back. Head 
down. Now keep your eye on the ball. Draw 
a bead on the back belly of the ball and don’t 
let your gaze go wandering wistfully 300 yards 
down the fairway. Do as I say and the clubhead 
will attend to the direction and distance. Do that 
right and you will have plenty of time to look 
up and see a little white object rolling sweetly 
on the lovely patch ofg reen to a stop 18 inches 
from the cup. This is the most enchanting sight 
in nature. 


For irons, shoot off your left heel and for 
woods stand a little more forwards. And, for 
high, cat’s-back approaches over the deep, 
yawning traps, you lay back the niblick. and 
cut under. Of course, you shouldn’t be short 
and therefore shouldn’t have to pitch over 
the deep, yawning traps. But, according to 
my experience, now and again you will fail 
to follow my instructions in some particular. 
When you do that you will be helpless unless

My knowledge of golf is above challenge ex- 
cept by the most fastidious and affected theorists. 
Leo Diegel instructs his seminarians to tuck the 
shaft of the putter under the chin and, from a 
crouching posture, dangle the bat like a pen- 
dulum. To him, in his bigotry on this point, 
other methods are heresy. But I am a philo- 
sophical liberal and change my method from 
green to green. Sometimes I putt cross-legged. 
Sometimes I shut my eyes. Sometimes I try Prof.

I might carve out a wonderful career as a 
teacher if my pupils didn’t expect it of me to 
step up there now and again and slap one 
out to illustrate. I can tell when you are 
standing too far from. That causes slice, a 
little closer. See? You didn’t slice that time 
but you did top it. You looked up. Put your

bow stiff.

That Turtle Is Gonna 
Ruin Farmer Gale Yet 


Special to The Constitution 

CHURUBUSCO, Ind. — That 400-pound turtle which 
Farmer Gale Harris thinks lives in a lake on his farm near 
here was still uncaught yesterday, although fear was ex- 
pressed the lake may swallow up much of the farm if Harris 
persists much longer in his efforts to capture the turtle 
by draining the lake. 

This possibility presented itself 
yesterday with the development 
of numerous crevasses in land as 


far as 400 feet from what was the 
lake’s shoreline before Harris be-

told of the vast research pro- 
gram of the company, and said, 
“Our goal of health and happi- 
ness is better reached through 
good nutrition.” 

“Meat is high, but so are some 
other foods,” said R. J. Eggert, 
Associate Director, Department 
of Marketing, American Meat In- 
stitute. “For example canned 
pink salmon has increased 354 
percent in price compared to 
1939, dried navy beans increased 
183 percent, bananas 174 per- 
cent, dried prunes 165 percent 
and meat, only 141 percent. So 
when we say meat is high we 
must remember that is relative.” 

Mr. Eggert did have some 
good news on supply. We are 


entering a period when there | 


will be a 50 percent increase in 
fresh pork stipplies compared 
to present supplies. The meat 
supply outlook for 1950 in beef 
and veal looks good, supplies of 
lamb and mutton will be as 
low as we have ever had; sup- 
plies of pork will be about 10 
percent greater. The “bulge” in 
meat supply will be in October 
through December 1950. In all 
total 1950 supply will be about 
S percent larger than this year. 


Vesta, the goddess of health 
and home, hence food, is a 
bronze “Oscar” presented each 
year to four editors for their 
achievement in the presentation 
of food news and awarded by 
the Meat Institute. The winners 
this year were Jane Nickerson, 
New York Times, who tied with 
a second-time winner, Ruth El- 
len Church, Chicago Tribune; 
Virginia Cheney, Philadelphia 
Inquirer; Margaret Dillon, Bir- 
mingham News; and Winnifred 
Cannon Jardine, Desert News, 
Salt Lake City. I took special 
pride in Winnifred’s victory for 
she was my assistant at Swift 
and Company and also because 
she is the mother of three, the 
youngest being only 5 years old. 

Although Chicago is having 
perfect Fall Weather, we were 
entertained inside at a garden 
party by the Nestle Company.

Germans Crave 
Leaders, Courage

just returned from a three-month tour of Europe.) 


A few weeks ago, in the American Zone of Germany, 
19-year-old Hans of Wiesbaden in Hessen sat before me, 
trembling with rage. “It is a disgrace and ashame,” he 
said. “First the Nazis keep chasing us around for years, 
giving us knives and uniforms to play Hitler Youth in- 
stead of letting us go to school regularly. Then we have 
no school at all, with war all around us, and everything in 
ruins and misery. And when we get back to school at last, 
and are preparing for our graduation finals, what hap- 
pens? This blessed Minister of Cultural Affairs needs more 
votes for the next elections, acts up as a public reformer 
and orders one year to be added before students can 
graduate. Just before graduation time.. That means that 
I will be 20 before I get out of high school, and more time 


lost. Oh, I am so fed up... 
He looked pathetic, this tall, blond boy who is still too thin 
from years of undernourishment. 

“But couldn’t you do something about it?” I asked, a little 
uneasily. 

“We did try,” he replied. “We went to the Ministry of Cul- 
tural Affairs, the whole senior class, and sent in a deputation 
asking’ for an audience.” 

“And what happened?” 

“Nothing. ... We were not received. The Minister sent word 
that we were not of age, and therefore had no rights before the 
law to make demands on him.” 

“And what did you do?” I asked him. 

“Do .. .?” Hans was honestly surprised. “What could we do? 
We went home, of course.” 

“And then .. .?” 

Hans became a little irritated: 
the end.” 

“Hans,” I said, “I am a mother and a law-abiding citizen, 
and I certainly am not going around inciting young people 
to violence or disobedience. But just for argument’s sake 
I would like to ask youm-what would have happened if you 
had refused to turn ‘back?” 

“But we were ordered. Ps 

“Indeed you were,” ‘I said. “But strictly theoretically 
speaking, I could imagine that young men of nearly 20, who 
a few years ago, would have fought and diéd for their coun- 
try, would not accept being treated like naughty children. 
It might even be possible that their dignity would be hurt 
to the degree of losing their heads, taking a few stones and 
smfashing a couple of ministerial windows to give expression 
to their feelings. Do you think that reactions like this 
could happen here?” 
Hans was horrified: 

thrown us into prison! 


our parents... .” 
“Exactly,” I said cheerfully, “and wouldn’t that have 


been grand! And then the story would have spread like wild- 
fire; all the newspapers would have used it. The occupation 
authorities would perhaps have made an investigation, and 
possibly the papers abroad would have taken it up. Can’t 
you see the headlines? ‘STUDENTS REVOLT AGAINST 
UNJUST AND SELF-SERVING MEASURES OF MINISTER 
OF CULTURAL AFFAIRS.’ ... Probably you still would 
have to go to school for another year, but you can be certain 
that next time some students came to ask politely to be 
heard by the Minister, they would be equally politely re- 
ceived, and listened to, as the easiest way to avoid un- 
pleasant publicity.” 

Hans thought for a long time, and then he answered: “I never 
thought of such a possibility. , ve Germans can’t act like this. 
We have no ‘zivilcourage.’. . 

No “civvy-courage”’! Sides word that is on the lips of every 
German on countless occasions, meaning: Courage out of uniform, 
and used as an excuse, as an explanation of their deep-rooted 
dependence on accepting orders. 

Germany, this side of the Iron Curtain, is recovering economi- 
cally in an almost miraculous way. But her human plight is still 
great. 
For centuries, militarism, admiration for titles, and respect 

for uniforms have given the pattern to German social life, 

and have formed the German mind. Without them, they are 

ill at ease, and insecure. 

Yet, they realize that two lost wars have proved that their 
own system was wrong. They are eager to adopt whatever 
power made the Allies win those wars. They are inclined to 
learn, and to be reformed. 

“Buy why?” they keep asking us. “Why don’t you Ameri- 
cans tell us what to do? Why don’t you enforce democracy if 
you are so convinced that it will bring peace to the world? 
How can we believe our conquerors if they do not lead us? 
We have lost confidence in their so-called democracy. We 
strongly suspect that they don’t know themselves what it is, 
because if they did, they would simply introduce it under 
compulsion and get it over and done with... .” 

YOU go and tell them that democracy cannot do this. That 
no government of the Western democracies can order people 
what to think and believe because this infringes the vital 
rights of man for which we fought. They just won’t know 
what you are talking about. 

We tried so often this Summer in Germany to discuss democ- 
racy with people we met and talked to. One man once said: “Don’t 
tell me that you Americans really think you are free. You must 
know that you are entirely caught in your own political system. 
Freedom—wWE had it! We Germans, before this terrible war came.” 

We asked, very surprised: “You mean to say that you had 

freedom under the Nazis?” 

“There was a lot wrong then,” he replied. 
had—freedom from responsibility.” 

To us, this remark was the clue to the understanding of the 
strange German people. The people who have no “civvy-courage,” 
no way nor wish to form their own convictions and live up to them. 
The absence of bravery which, however, comes naturally to them 
with a uniform and a commanding voice. 

The Germans are craving for leadership, any leadership. It 
may be an occupation commander, or a king, or another Hitler— 
as long as he tells them what to do and what to believe. It is not 
a political scheme or totalitarian revival, but the result of a pitiful 
human deficiency in an otherwise highly intelligent and industrious 
people. 

It is one of the many, many problems which confront us after 
four years of cold war and precarious peace in Europe.

trategy of Canasta within de- 
fined omits. The number of 
combinations appears endless so 
that for practical purposes only 
broad, general hints can be of- 
fered. We shall examine the sub- 
ject under various headings, 
such as the initial meld, dis- 
carding, hand management and 
going out. 

THE INITIAL MELD 

Where it is convenient to do 
so, the initial meld should be 
made as early as possible. The 
side melding first has a distinct 
advantage over its adversaries, 
for as soon as the initial meld 
is made one may take the dis- 
card pile with the aid of a wild 
ecard, whereas the opponents 
must have a natural pair match- 
ing the top of the discard pile 
before they can go in. However, 
making the initial meld fre- 
quently involves a sacrifice, and 
in such case one should weigh 
carefully the advantages and dis- 
advantages of spreading the first 
meld. — 

At the outset of the game, 
when only 50 points are required 
for the initial meld, you should 
not be in a hurry to spread the 
first meld if it will be necessary 
to use up a great number of 
cards; for depletion of your hand 
is a serious handicap. There 
are few things more important 
in the game than possession of 
a great many cards. When 
your hand is reduced to very 
few cards, the enemy is almost 
sure to gain the upper hand, so 
that if it will take as many as 
six cards for you to go down, 
postpone such action for a while. 
For if you make the initial meld 
at this great cost, you will be 
left with less than half your 
original hand. By delaying a 
while you may find that you 
are able to pick up the discard

pile as you make your initial 
meld. 


With only five cards left in 
your hand you will find it ex- 
tremely difficult to make subse- 
quent melds. One must keep 
his eyes constantly focused on 
melds rather than on going out. 
The bonus for going out is in- 
significant, and the act of going 
out should be incidental to the 
main purpose of the game. You 
cannot hope to score heavily 
without a great many cards, and 
that should be your prime pur- 
pose. ° 


The ideal initial melded, when 
only 50 points are required, is 
three Aces. This involves the 
least possible depletion of your 
holding. Furthermore, it does 
not require your giving up a 
wild card, which you may find 
very useful as the fight waxes 
furious. When a player is for- 
tunate enough to have such hold- 
ing, he should meld at once. The 
next most desirable initial meld 
is a pair of Aces and a wild 
card; especially if it is not your 
only wild card, so that you still 
retain one to make life simpler 
as the contest progresses. 

Wild cards should be handled 
frugally during the early part 
of the game. If you have only 
two wild cards, it is not very 
good strategy to use them both 
with a pair in order to make 
the initial meld; but if you hap- 
pen to have three wild cards 
then there is no objection to 
melding two of them with a 
pair, since you will still retain 
one as an aid in obtaining the 
discard pile. In other words, 
giving up your only deuce is a 
highly undesirable procedure. 

Aces should be melded early 
when it is convenient to do so. 
The Ace (counting 20 points) is 
higher valued than any other 


natural card, and is, therefore, 


count for the initial meld. It 
is for this reason that one should 
be wary of discarding Aces early 
in the game. When a player 
has one, he normally holds on 
to it in the hope of drawing one 
or two more in order to be able 
to meld them. When this has 
been done partner will have a 
convenient place to drop any 
Aces that he draws. Let us ex- 
amine an illustrative case: 

Assume that the game has just 
started and you therefore need 
50 points for your initial meld. 
You hold the following hand: 

2-7-7-7-7-Q-Q-Q-K-9-5 

You are in a position to make 
up the required count by meld- 
ing Queens and Sevens (50 
points) but this would be sui- 
cidal play. You should delay go- 
ing down for several rounds, for 
the offering up of seven cards 
for the purpose of the initial 
meld is out of the question. 

You could, if you chose, meld 
your deuce with the three 
Queens. This takes only four 
cards and in that respect is not 
objectionable. But it involves 


giving up your only wild card, 


which except in extreme cases, 
should be avoided. If you come 
down to a choice between going 
down with your seven natural 
cards and using your one deuce 
to meld with four cards, the 
latter would be a clear-cut 
choice. With this hand you may 
profit by a slight delay. If you 
draw a deuce you should cer- 
tainly meld the three Queens, 
for you will still retain a deuce 
in your hand for emergencies. 
With the hand above, the wisest 
procedure would be to discard a 
seven. This does not damage 
your hand to any extent and 
may lure your right hand oppo- 
nent into discarding a seven if 
he has one: but this strategy 
will be discussed subsequently 


under the heading of deception.

Should a wife try to “deflate her husband’s ego”? 


Answer: No, despite the urge 
to do so which “sex jealousy” 
inspires in most women.

Will “concentrating” make

Answer: Yes, if carried to ex- 


tremes. To concentrate is to shut 
out impressions or* impulses 
which are unrelated to what 
you are doing, but in normal 
people, this does not mean be- 
ing dangerously unaware of 
what is going on about you— 
for example,’so as not to hear 
a telephone bell or a fire alarm. 
Over-intense concentration bor- 
ders on obsession, while being 
unable to concentrate at all 
shows you are the victim of emo- 
tional conflicts. One mark of a 
sound mind is the ability to 
control your attention, and di- 
rect it where necessity requires.

AN EXCEPTION TO THE 

“NEVER” RULE 

“Never lead away from an 
ace,” is a slogan that bridge 
players are made conscious of 
early in their experience. Of all 
the “canned” advice this is per- 
haps the one that possesses the 
greatest merit. The interdiction 
against the underlead of aces is 
intended to apply only where 
there is a trump suit. There is 
no objection to leading away 
‘from an ace at no trump, for the 
simple reason that in most cases 
there is no hurry about cashing 
that card, and it will very likely 
live to take a trick later in the 
play. But at a declared trump, 
when you lead away from an 
ace, if the king is adversely held 
and one of the opponents has a 
singleton, the curfew has tolled 
for your ace. 

But in the bright lexicon of 
bridge there is no such word as 


“never,” and the underlead of 
an ace may sometimes prove 
very effective. It is especially in- 
dicated in cases where the bid- 
ding clearly suggests that the 
king is in dummy, for declarer 
will in most cases not suspect 
you of having led from the ace. 

In today’s hand, North’s jump 
to two no trump strongly sug- 
gests possession of the king of 
hearts. West having no clearly 
indicated lead, and hoping that 
the opposition might be lacking 
the queen of hearts, opened the 
3 of that suit. Declarer elected 
to play the jack from dummy 


guessing that the lead was from 
the queen and the defense took 
two hearts and two diamonds, 
defeating the contract. 


Note that any other lead 


makes declarer’s task less diffi- : 


cult. As the cards lie the proper 
handling of the club suit will 
yield 4 tricks for the declarer 
and obviate the necessity for 
guessing the location of the 
heart honors. Sound technique 
calls for a finesse through West 
in clubs. Such play permits 
postponement of the finesse till 
the second round and allows for 
the holding of 4 clubs to the 
queen. 

Incidentally, we do not en- 
dorse South’s rebid of 3 spades, 
despite the 100 honors. With 
evenly balanced hands it is our 
policy to try for nine tricks 
rather than 10. The fulfillment 
of a game contract ¢t no trump 
wouki have been relatively 
easy. 

Holding a hand of the no 
trump family, that is 4-3-3-3, 
4-4-3-2 or 5-3-3-2, it is our policy 
not to show any suit or to rebid 
any five card suit after partner 
mentions no trump.
